Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I "beg  to  submit  the  following  Report  for  the  year  1948,  as 
directed  hy  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  Memo.  302/S. A. , and 
Circular  No. 164/48. 

There  were  no  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  reported  in  the 
district  covered  by  the  Authority.  A few  "Small  Pox"  contacts 
were  periodically  examined  and  kept  under  supervision  as  requested 
by  other  Authorities.  There  were  no  cases  treated  for  injuries,  but 
2 innoculations  and  3 vaccinations  were  carried  out.  One  case  of 
V. D.  was  given  (continuous)  treatment.  Notice  taken  of  Telegrams 
received  from  the  Ministry  - No  action  was  necessary.

2.  Shell-Fish  - Complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  that 
mussels  were  sold  at  Birmingham  and  Leicester  which  were 
contaminated  with  Faecal  B.  Coli.  Action  has  been  taken,  and 
an  Order  made,  under  the  Public  Health  (Shell-Fish)  Regulations, 
1934,  to  operate  from  the  1st  November,  1948,  to  prevent  any 
more  shell-fish  leaving  the  district  without  proper  precautionary 
treatment.  Notice  of  the  Order  has  been  given  to  the  Minister 
of  Health,  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  and  all 
other  persons  interested,  as  required  by  the  Regulations.  Keen 
supervision  is  now  maintained,  and  fairly  good  co-operation 
obtained  by  the  local  fishermen.
